Court Holds that There is no Neces- 
sary Parallel Between Oil and Water

Not be Decided Now.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 28.—The Su- 
preme Court handed down a decision 
in the famous “percolation” case to- 
day, reaffirming es previcus judgment

It ise argued by the defendant that 
in common law the landowner has 
the right to take whatever water he 
can from the property. The court de- 
Clares that common law must be ad- 
justed to prevailing conditions. It is 
then shown in the opinion thatgthe pe-
